The evidence submitted is insufficient to establish applicant's alleged actual reduction to practice of the invention in this country or a 
NAFTA or WTO member country after the effective date of the Turcanu reference. Applicants provide Exhibits B (Source Codes) and C 
(Information about said Source Codes) for support of the declaration under 37 CFR 1.131. Applicants do not provide any specific 
comments how the source code shown specifically supports the limitations of the claimed invention. Therefore, Examiner respectfully 
requests that Applicant provide statements mapping the disclosure to specific support for the limitations of the claimed invention. 

Furthermore, Applicants' declaration generally and vaguely states that "the invention was designed and tested as described and claimed 
in the subject patent application and as presented in Exhibit B '"PTM Relay Code Folder", a screen shot of source code wherein the 
source code is maintained in a ptmrelay folder". An excerpt from MPEP 715.07 states: 

The affidavit or declaration and exhibits must clearly explain which facts or data applicant is relying on to show completion of his or her 
invention prior to the particular date. Vague and general statements in broad terms about what the exhibits describe along with a general 
assertion that the exhibits describe a reduction to practice "amounts essentially to mere pleading, unsupported by proof or a showing of 
facts" and, thus, does not satisfy the requirements of 37 CFR 1.131(b). In re Borkowski, 505 F.2d 713, 184 USPQ 29 (CCPA 1974). 
Applicant must give a clear explanation of the exhibits pointing out exactly what facts are established and relied on by applicant. 505 F.2d 
at 718-19, 184 USPQ at 33. See also In re Harry, 333 F.2d 920, 142 USPQ 164 (CCPA 1964) (Affidavit "asserts that facts exist but does 
not tell what they are or when they occurred."). 

Therefore, the examiner respectfully requests the Applicants provide documentary evidence that the source code of Exhibit B functions 
properly when executed and actually provides an output consistent with that of the claimed invention. The Applicants' declaration under 
37 CFR 1.131 is therefore insufficient to overcome the Turcanu reference. 
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
